Can anything be done to give boys in 


the city, a better chance? 


Yes; ^here are some things that can 


be donej, and that must be done. Our 
system |of education must be modified 
so as tdl provide industrial as well as 
mental training. The education of the 
nands, ifjie education of the eye, the 
education of the judgment, the educa-. 
tion of she Tsfrll, that a boy gets by learn- 
ing to Vorbf are of more consequence 
to him |in future life than arithmetic 
and geography and grammar. These 
jast are of gfeat importance, but those 
first are 6f greater importance; and it is a 
poor system pf education that makes no 
provision fort them. 


It is fyabitis rather than methods of 


industry, however, that you need to 
learn; ttid many of you find some op- 
portnni^ies of learning these about your 
own hoifaes, jjf you will look for them. 
There li considerable work of one kind 
or another that boys can do—that some 
boys doj—in (connection with the house 
or the (garden or the grounds; and, if 
you wiij shoulder this, and do it wel 
and faithfully, the exercise and the 
training will be very profitable to you, 
and may be very helpful to your par- 
ents.

To begin ^rith, there is your every-

school Work -frith steady patience, and

^ in hoeiflg a sfony potato-field. Beside, 
there are lines of reading or of study 
that yottj could take up in connection 
with your sqhool work in which you 
would fisad the best kind of discipline. 
If the boy who now spends almost all 
his afterhoonjj in the park, or visiting 
boy friends, and almost all his evenings 
at his cttjrb, ou at the music hall, and 
who fills in tl^e intervals of leisure with 
Firesidd Library stories, will make up 
his mind to give at least two solid hours 
of every day to the reading of some in- 
structive] book—doing it of his own ac- 
cord, doing itj thoroughly, not fooling 
around Mth the book in his hand, but 
Holding Jiis attention right to it, wheth- 
er he is Specially interested in it or not, 
till he (iomprfilfenda it and fixes it in 
his min<t—that will prove to him a moot 
valuableijtraiixjner. The boy who o»,n do 
a thing like this can make a man of him- 
self. Hb is not the chap to be elbowed 
off the track by country boys, nor by 
anybody else. 


Of course you ought to have a chance 


to play. I A boy likes to play, and a 
school-bpy njjeds to play. I should 
wish myiboyS) to have at least two hours 
every dajjr of good, wholesome, vigorous 
out-door spor|; so much as that would 
not hurt, them, I am sure—though that 
is a greait deal more than I had. But I 
am equally supre that all those city boys

THE LATE DUKE OP PORTLAND 


The Eccentric Ways alnd Enormous Fortune 


vof the Owneif of Welbeck. 


I London Truth] i 


The late Duke of Portland's real es- 


tate was (roughly) as t< »llows: His Wel- 
beck property was worth £55,000 per 
annum,and he derived; £10,000 per annum 
from the royalties on i, coal pit. 
This 


property, rnntaius coal which, it worked, 
would bring in, on au estimate made a 
few years ago, above £100,000 per annum. 
Besides this a portion ctf it, which is now 
let for agricultural purposes, is close by 
Nottingham, and might be let on build- 
ing leases. His Northumberland prop- 
erty was worth £12,OOG per annum, A 
great portion of this was derived from 
what is locally called "wav leaves " that 
is to say, tolls for the Iright of hauling 
coal over roads. In (Caithness he had 
property worth £8,000 jier annum. He had 
originally bought an estate there for £90, 
000, and he had by subsequent purchases 
m the same county, expended as much 
more. He had a lease of his house in 
Cavendish Square whic i has still about 
fifty years to run. In Jondon his tree- 


Wd property was wort i about £100,000 


per annum, and in Ayrnhire he possessed 
estates worth £60,000 jer annum. Be- 
sides this be had aboi t £1,000,000 in- 
vested in good securitit s, and there was 
£110,000 at his bankera when he died. 


By the will of his grandfather, Gener- 


al Scott, the London Tieehold property 
passes to the three siste rs ef the duke 
Lady Ossulton, Lady Harriet Bentinck 
and Lady Howard de "VValden. Of these 
three ladies the latter o ily has children 
and, on their death, the whole will pass 
to lord Howard de Walden. All the rest 
of the propeity, real and personal, with 
the exception of tke balance at the bank- 
ers, goes under a stringent entail and set- 
tlement. 


The Bentincks, of the generation to 


which the Duke of Po: tland belonged, 
had many peculiarities they were sel- 
dom on good terms wit i each other. A 
good many years ago, a gentleman went 
on a visit to Welbeck. All the other 
guests were relations. At dinner-time, 
on the day of his arriv il, each relation 
talked to him, and to no one else. He 
could not understand ths meaning of this 
until the next day, when he discovered 
that not one of tljem we: re on speaking 
terms with each other. 


The late Duke was a fine, handsome 


old man, and his mania for the existence 
of a recluse was not due, as used to'be as- 
serted during his lifetime, to any physi- 
cal cause. Except thtit he frequently 
suffered from boils, he seems to have been 
in the main healthy. But this mania 
grew upon him. At Wnlbeck he was at 
tended almost solely by a servant who 
had long been m his enaploy. He died 
of a general sinking ofMthe system, bu1 
even to the last he would not allow hie 
doctor to enter his rpomL In his way he 
was generous. A b ;tle time ago he told 
a forester to meet him OIL a certain day in 
a plantation. The lorester said that his 
daughter was to be mar ried on that day, 
and asked him whether the next day 
would do as well? 2SbJ pe must come on 
that day.

The house, which is entirely 
built of concrete, was notFcompleted on 
his death. The Duke had a passion for 
precious stones and for ancient bindings 
of books. He has left a ] very valuable 
collection both of jewels! apd books. 


The present Duke pleased every one at 


the funeral by his tact) and good feel 
ings. He is a tali, manly-looking youth, 
and is very popular with lisf brother of- 
ficers, A fewyeais'ago he ^vrote to the 
Duke to ask him what to do. The Duke 
replied by making him ai t a; lowance of 
£6,000 per annum, two-^hirds of which 
he gave to his stepmother. A little time 
afterward he caused it to be <!0mmunica- 
ted to the Duke that, as he had never 
seen him, he would be glad to pay his 
respects to him. The Dnle replied that 
he need not trouble himself.

His final destiny was 
a puzzling and illogical sequence of his 
character and career. It violated every 
antecedent and experience of the man, 
and, connected as it was and interwoven, 
with the little incident I shall narrate, in 
which old Rachel Stone figured so dra- 
matically, it has baffled philosophical con- 
sideration. 


•f-HE WRONG. 


My regiment was encamped near Win- 


chester, Tennessee. Mrs. Stone came 
from Georgia to Tennessee to endeavor to 
get her young son discharged from ser- 
vice. He was not of age, and while she 
had given her consent to his enlisting, 
her maternal solicitude had gotten the 
better of her patriotism, and she wished 
to legam him home away from the perils 
of the battlefield. 
She spent nearly a 


week in the vicinity of the camp plead- 
ing with Capt. Keith and myself to fa- 
vor the discharge of her son. I frankly 
told the old lady that I could not ap- 
prove it. 
I promised to forward her 


application, however, though 1 should 
be compelled by my sense ot duty to in- 
dorse my disappioval upon it. - Alter 
much vain effort to dissuade me from 
my disapproval, she finally brought the 
application to me, and I placed my in- 
dorsement upon it. -She then asked me 
to read the whole paper over to her. I 
should have before stated that she was 
unable to read, and the fact of her illit- 
eracy added, to my admiration of her 
unique and impressive individuality.

THE MALEDICTION. 


The end of the old creature's visit to

This summer, while in North Italy, she 
was imprudent in making mountain ex- 
cursions, and at one time entered a grotto 
near Milan, where she got her feet wet 
and took cold. A malarial fever followed - 
the fever was cured, but it left her in this 
frightfully depressed state of bodm and 
spirits. It is a matter of time and pa- 
tience, her medical advisers say. 
She

sion is that her illness may end in a rapid 
consumption. 


The queen was twenty-eight in Novem- 


ber. She is popular, has gentle manners 
and a fair intelligence; perfectly 'fitted 
tor her position; fond of gay life, ot 
dress and pleasure, but entirely free from 
lightness of moral or manners.

has never been a word or breath uttered 
against her. Since the king's accession 
to the throne he has been an excellent 
husband; his early life was, as every one 
knows, most immoral,and now his health 
is suffering from the excesses of youth. 
The first years ot his married life were 
not happy, owing to his open neglect of 
his wife, but the Princess Maguerite was 
patient and forbearing; jhe did all m 
her power to conciliate 
her cousin- 


husband. She has always had a tender 
custom of going into his cabinet with 
only their son present, the hour before 
dinner. Sometimes husband and wife 
parted angrily the preceding day, for he 
is hasty in temper and quick of speech 
m private life, and brooks no reproval. 
But she always set aside her vexation 
with the old day, and went into his pri- 
vate room with their baby boy, whom he , 
loves dearly, and whom he was luckily 
always ready to caress and entertain. A 
gentleman who was the head of the 
prince's household, and who suddenly 
died a few years itgo.told a friend of mine 
that these evening visits of the princess,

The advantages of plain liv- 
ing are numerous. The best authorities 
agree that it is the most healthful.

greatly reduces the work in the kitchen 
and enables the -housewife to devote part 
of her time to something better. It re- 
duces the cest of living, and this in these 
times is an item worth considering. 
Plain living, too, serves as a corrective" 
or, rather, a preventive, in the young, of 
the unnatural cravings which* in after - 
life seek gratification m dangerous stim- 
ulants. Mothers would surely shudder 
if they could only see what those appe- 
tites they so sedulously cultivate in their 
children with which any spicy dainties 
are no longer at hand or have lost their 
relish. Habits of plain living formed in 
youth are sometimes abandoned in after 
Me, but it is certain such habits never fit 
comfortably unless they are formed in 
youth. 
Enfbrced in middle life as a 


necessity, they are of little avail in re- 
storing Health or fortune, and are submit- 
ted to as heavy burdens to be dropped at 
the earliest opportunity.
